BV INFERENCE, 
Ammer 
ac ­ 
cused the shopping center boosters 
of getting the signatures of prop­ 
erty owners who live a 
distance 
from the area involved, while ig­ 
noring property owners in the im­ 
mediate location. He also declared 
hotly that unfair influence had been 
used to obtain some of the signa­ 
tures shown, and that in 
certain 
cases some of the property owners 
wanted to withdraw 
their

tures. 
All of these arguments, support­ 
ing or attacking the petitions sub­ 
mitted by S h ad er, now appeared 
to be irrelevant in view of the spe­

Countian could drop into the gen­ 
eral store and pick up a pair of 
eye glasses. All he 
had 
to 
do 
would be to sort through a pile 
of spectacles and find a pair that 
seemed to fit. 
But not any more. Science has 
made it possible to produce ll 
million variations in eye lenses. 
A technique has just been de­ 
veloped which allows a profes­ 
sional eye man to prescribe ac­ 
curately for the staggering total 
of 61 billion possible errors in 
vision. 
Eye strain is not only uncomfort­ 
able it can be fatal, law enforce­ 
ment officials point out. A rrest re ­ 
cords in this area show an a la rm ­ 
ing num ber of motorists being cit­ 
ed for violations 
which 
can 
be 
traced to im proper vision. 
Being unable to judge distance 
ahead has led to many arrests for 
failure to have assured clear dis­ 
tance. Also, many motorists have 
poor peripheral 
vision—they 
are 
to notice anything to either side 
while looking straight ahead.

EYES SUFFER “ m uscular ex­ 
haustion” in much the sam e way 
as other parts of the hum an body. 
The eye muscles have to be rest­ 
ed too at frequent intervals. 
Many motorists, according to lo­ 
cal law enforcem ent officers here. 
have neglected to 
have 
frequent 
eye examinations. They point out 
that some . drivers 
are 
wearing 
glasses bought m any years ago. 
In the home, much of the eye 
trouble can be traced to poor 
fighting. The old familiar rules 
about too much glare, too many 
shadows 
and 
having 
light 
come from directly overhead or 
behind are still true—and still 
unobserved, according to some 
authorities. 
Many cases of eye trouble can 
be cured by wearing glasses for 
certain periods 
of 
time. 
Other 
minor difficulties can 
sometimes 
be corrected by certain “ exercis­ 
e s ” . 
Many residents have found that 
their eyes are w eak after an ill­ 
ness—this 
is 
true 
in 
measles, 
scarlet 
fever 
and 
tuberculosis. 
They are advised not to do more 
with their eyes 
than 
they 
can 
handle—perm anent h arm can re ­ 
sult.

IF TUE MAN in the family has 
a job where eye protection—safe­ 
ty glasses, goggles or shields— 
is recom mended, he should take 
advantage 
of 
these 
safeguards. 
Ju st because they may feel uncom­ 
fortable is no excuse for not us­ 
ing them, local eye officials point 
out. 
Careful 
professional 
exam ina­ 
tions once a year are urged. Not 
only does this eliminate guesswork 
about the condition of a person’s 
eyes but it can detect trouble be­ 
fore it has advanced to the danger 
stage. 
The “ eyes” have it. 


Ag Agency G o e s Right Ahead 
Planning For New Soil Bank 
WASHINGTON GD — Agriculture 
Department officials ignored what 
they 
described 
as 
uncertainties 
and went right ahead today draft­ 
ing plans for putting a soil bank 
program into operation this year. 
Officials emphasized that this ac­ 
tivity was not to be taken as an 
indication 
that 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower will sign a new farm bill 
authorizing the program . 
There has been wide speculation 
that Eisenhower will veto the bill 
because 
it 
contains—besides the 
soil bank plan which he recom ­ 
mended—provisions added by Con­ 
gress which would raise price sup­ 
ports to levels condemned by the 
administration. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
has described the m easure as “ un­ 
acceptable” and Eisenhower has 
said it is not a good bill. 
Officials 
of 
the 
departm ent's 
Commodity Stabilization Service— 
the 
agency 
which 
administers j 
price supports, crop adjustments 
and related farm program s—have 
been working for weeks on details 
of the soil bank plan, as well as 
on preparations for putting it be­ 
fore 
farm ers 
at 
local 
meetings 
; throughout the country. 
Under the soil bank plan, the 
I government would offer paym ents 
totaling $1,200,000,000 a 
year to 
farm ers for taking upwards of IO 
per cent of their cropland out of 
production of surplus commodities.

Noses Again 


For Liquormen 


New Census To Tell 
How M an y More State 
Permits To Be Freed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio GD—Ohio is 
counting noses 
again. But don’t 
expect 
a 
census-takcr 
to 
come 
knocking at your door. 
Dr. Alfred N. Watson of near 
Columbus, a form er U.S. Census 
Bureau executive, is using a dif­ 
ferent method to get the popula­ 
tion total. 
State Liquor Director William C. 
I Bryant hired Watson, an attorney 
and business consultant, for about 
three months at $150 a day be­ 
cause of a recent Ohio Supreme 
I Court decision. 
The court 
knocked out Ohio’s 
1949 “ freeze” on hard liquor li­ 
censes. Judges said the ban failed 
to allow for population shifts in 
recent years that entitled some 
areas to more permits. 
Bryant 
said 
the 
new 
census 
would indicate how many addition­ 
al 
permits 
a 
community 
could 
have in relation to the total out­ 
standing there in 1950. 
That was the year of the last 
federal decennial census that set 
Ohio’s population at 7.946,627. Re- 
| cent 
unofficial 
estimates 
placed 
I the aggregate at 8,720,000. 
A num ber of Iowans have be­ 
come sizeable cities since the fed­ 
eral count. 
Bryant said that although about 
70 per cent of Ohio’s area is dry, 
approximately 81 per cent of the 


population lives in wet communi-1 
ties. He estimated that more than j 
1.500 
liquor 
license 
applications 
are pending and that new requests 
average 200 a day. 
Ohio has 8,073 hard liquor per­ 
mits outstanding in addition to 27,- j 
896 beer and wine perm its. Offi­ 
cials said the Supreme Court de­ 
cision cast doubt 
on 
a 
similar 
seven-year-old 
“ freeze” 
on 
beer 
and wine licenses. 
Bryant estim ated that an Ohio 
census 
in 
the 
federal 
m anner I 
might cost about two million dol­ 
lars, a sum he said the state can­ 
not afford. The director reported 
that California, Illinois and M ary­ 
land have taken census counts in 
much the sam e m anner as Ohio is j 
using. 
Termed an expert in his field, 
Watson is the managing partner 
of a firm that has compiled sta ­ 
tistical data for federal agencies 
and for business firms in Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and M assachusetts. 
Describing his census method, 
Waton told The Associated Press: 
“ This census project will esti­ 


m ate population in each of more | 
than 1,000 areas. Local data will j 
be used in each case as the basis | 
for estimating. (The state has I,- j 
030 liquor licensing districts). 
“ Growth of school populations, 
voter 
registration 
lists, 
building 
perm its issued and gas and elec­ 
tric m eter installations are only a 
few of the pertinent community 
data 
which 
m ay 
be utilized in 
making 
current 
population 
esti­ 
mates. 


“ For 
example, 
an 
accurate 
count of electric m eters is avail­ 
able from local utilities. A sam ple 
field check can be made to deter­ 
mine the average num ber of per­ 
sons of all ages served by a light 
meter.

simple 
multiplication 
will give one figure that m ay lat­ 
er be weighted statistically and in­ 
corporated into the final popula­ 
tion estim ate for the com m unity.”
